—the only known survivor—led rescuers yesterday to the wreckage 
of a nursery plane which crashed Sunday with 34 persons aboard. 
Around the wreckage, rescuers found the bodies of 25 Jewish child 
refugees, two nurses and four Dutch crew members. A child and a 
nurse are missing and believed dead. The plane was enroute from 
Africa to Oslo when it crashed. 


C-54 DOWN IN NORTHWEST 

PORTLAND, Ore. UP)—The air force last night said a C-54 
cargo plane with six men aboard was presumed down in the Pacific 
northwest after the pilot’s last radio message said, “I am confused,” 
and the plane’s gasoline limit had expired.

Vincent Hallinan, chief 
counsel defending CIO longshore 
leader Harry Bridges and two 
others against gcvernment charges 
of perjury, was held in contempt 
of court yesterday by Federal 
Judge George B. Harris.

Fifty’ thousand persons in Cali- 
fornia and other states will soon 
have the opportunity to ccntribute | 
to the work for crippled children 
at Casa Colina, as the Christmas 
appeal letters began going in the 
mail this week.

Eleanor Smith, executive 
vice-president of the home. Seven- 
teen women addressed envelopes, 
addressing from 500 to 5,000 each. 

The work of getting the letters 
into..the mail is being done by 
groups*from clubs and other or- | 
ganizations in surrounding towns 
The ages of these volunteers have 
ranged from teen-age to cne little 
woman of 85.

Casa Colina is a philanthropic 
institution supported largely by 
individual and group donations. It 
provides convalescent care for 
crippled children by highly trained | 
therapists and nurses under the| 
Supervision of an orthopedic sur- 
Seon and a pediatrist. A regular 
school program is provided for 
the patients by the county of San 
Bernardino. The cost per patient 
during the past year has been con- |
